Apart Irom this ques 
tlon he is as sound a sutesmaii as there is in the 
country, and alter reading good humored and 
moderate Speech delivered in Congress the oihei 
day, we have a lingering suspicion iliat Mr. Cor 
win only accepts that dogma of tiig Republicans 
in order to gain an ascendency among them and 
thus induce them to return to paths of reason 
and moderation, lie dislikes slavery as a|l

Kentneky and the fJnion. 

To the Editor of the Frankfort CommonteeaUh: 

Ihe spirit of disunion is getting rampant in 
South Carolina, and a recommendation baa gone 
forth from the Executive of that State to “arm 
and equip." Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia, 
sympathize. Virginia, smarting under a recent 
act of mad aggression, and lashed into a little 
tempest by her Chief Magistrate, ulks wildly. 
And even a proud Kentuckian, catching some 
thing of the common infeciiun, ironi his seat in 
the National House of Reptesnitaiives, has spo 
ken of the present po.sture of aflr.iir8--ihe excite 
ment between the North and the South— as a 
condition of things in which, should it continue, 
ihe people of Kentucky will be *'ready to yoowl 
of thii Union.** 

In full view frotif the House in which that 
declaration was made, almost within hearing dis 
tance of the Speaker's voice, is now going up a 
marble column, in honor of him whose toil and 
wisdom contributed more th.in any other man's, 
ro cernrnt the several parts of the Union thus 
threatened.

The actions were ezeontraetu. The petitions al 
leged specific sums to be due to the plaintiff, w hich 
wrtft not specifically controverted by the answers; 
and the appellant was actually summoned. It 
was not erroneous, therefore, ici/Aouf the interoen 
jiionof a jury, and proof of the demando, to ren 
der judgineiiis in personom for the sums named 
tht-rein. (Harris vt. Hoyt 15 D Mon. 630; 

Francis vs. FranciSt 18 B. Mon. 60.) 

But there is a manifest error in the judgment 
for the sale of land. It was adjudged that the 
land should be sold subject to a lien of J. Mar- 
gin — who was no party to the action — for hi.-* 
purchase money, he being the vendor of Mills 
di Colwell. His I'eii, if he had one, hud not 
been nsserled, nor had the amount for which he 
held it been ascertained. A sale of property, 
subject to on uncertain and unliquidated incum- 
brance of this* character, tends to the sacrifice 
of tlie property and to the injury of those inter 
ested therein. A coromissiouer would not know 
what he wus selling, nor the purchaser the extent 
and value of the interest he was purchasing. 

Such decrees of sale have often been held by 
this court to bo erroneous. 'Phe error is not 
cured by the Older to the clerk contained in the 
judgment, to copy the deed from Marlin and wife 
u> Mills 6l Colwell. The deed dues not show 
conclusively that there was still a subsisting lieu 
in favor of Martin; and, still less did it ascertain 
tlie value of that lien if there was one. 

This is a valid objection to the confermuiion 
of the sheriff's sale. Before a sale was made, 
the fact of a lien in favor of .Martin and its 
value, if there was one, should have been deli 
nitely ascertained by a judgment ol the courr; 
and Uiis might have been done by the original 
judgineiil for the sale, or by proper supplemental 
proceedings. 

It is not necessary to reverse the order of sale, 
even were it properly reversnble upon this ap 
peal. But the order confirming the report and 
sale of the conimbsioiiiT is recersed, and the 
cause remanded to the Circuit Court, with di 
rections to c.tuse the supposed lien holder, Mar 
tin, to be brought before the court, and by ap 
prupriatc suppiemenlal proceedings, determine 
whether he holds a lien on the property; and, if 
he does hold such lien, ascertain the sum se- 
cured thereby, and for further proceedings in 
coDformiiy with the principles of this opinion.
